They  came  down  at  Orly 
Airport  with  a pledge  to  seek 
peace-but  not  “peace  at  any 
price.”  With  Ky  standing  by  his 
side.  Ambassador  Pham  Dang  Lam 
set  forth  that  view  of  the  talks. 
Lam  is  the  official  head  of  the 
delegation.  Ky  has  over-all 
supervision  of  Saigon’s  negotiating 
strategy. 

Before  a milling  crowd  of 
diplomats,  other  dignitaries  and 


newsmen,  Ky  spoke  somberly  of 
the  sorrows  of  war. 

“I  have  been  on  battlefields 
drowned  in  blood  and  fire,”  he 
said.  “Peace  is  a necessity  for  my 
country ...  We  will  not  demand 
advantages  or  privileges  at  the 
conference.  We  will  not  demand 
that  those  on  the  other  side 
surrender  ...  I hope  our  good  will 
will  be  reciprocated  by  the  North 
Vietnamese.  I especially  hope  that 
the  Hanoi  leaders  will  not 
misunderstand  our  good  wUl, 
taking  it  for  a sign  of  weakness.” 


But  later,  at  the  elegant 
residence  where  he  will  live  during 
the  conference,  Ky  was  prevailed 
upon  with  his  beautiful  wife  to 
enter  an  outer  courtyard  where 
scores  of  banner-waving, 
French-speaking  Vietnamese  were 
yelling:  “Liberez  Hanoi!  liberez 
Hanoi!” 

Ky  seemed  moved. 

“You  speak  of  liberating 
Hanoi,”  he  said.  “I  am  ready.” 

In  an  informal  exchange  with 
newsmen,  he  was  asked  to  explain 
the  meaning  of  that  remark. 
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“We  have  come  here  for  peace 
and  not  for  liberation,”  he 
replied,  “at  least  not  for  the  time 
being.” 

Ky  defined  his  role  at  the  peace 
talks  as  “guiding  and  supervising 
the  delegation.”  The  day-by-day 
leadCT,  Ambassador  Lam,  said: 
“Our  only  objective  ...  is  a return 
to  peace.” 

“The  peace  we  are  decided  on 
achieving  will  not  be  a peace  at 
any  price,”  he  added.  “A  false 
peace  will  only  lead  to  even 
bloodier  conflict.” 

Arrival  of  the  South  Vietnamese 
does  not  mean  an  immediate  start 
of  the  four-day  conference. 

American  and  North 
Vietnamese  envoys  stiU  are  locked 
in  dispute  over  just  how  to 
organize  the  first  session,  because 
anything  they  settle  for  that 
meeting  will  become  a precedent. 

About  seven  minor  points  of 
procedure  have  been  agreed.  Most 
important  is  that  all  four 
groups-the  National  Liberation 
Front  representing  the  Viet  Cong 
is  the  fourth— can  speak.

According  to  Parker  Owens  and 
Lynne  Cutler,  drive  chairmen,  the 
drive  is  the  ofily  one  on  campus 
that  is  coordinated  with  both  the 
Red  Cross  and  the  community  of 
Provo. 

Through  this  cooperation,  any 
full-time  student  at  BYU  is 
entitled  to  all  the  blood  he  may 
need  in  -an  emergency  during  the 
school  year,  regardless  of  whether 
or  not  he  donated  blood. 

Owens  pointed  out,  however, 
that  this  will  be  possible  only  if 
the  drive  reaches  its  goal  of  800 
pints. 

Miss  Cutler  mentioned  that 
donors  will  also  receive  blood 
donor  cards  on  which  the  donor’s 
blood  type  is  indicated.  The  card 
entitles  the  holder  to  all  the  blood 
he  may  need  at  any  participating 
hospital  in  the  country. 

Supremacy  awards  will  be  given 
to  campus  wards  and 
organizations  which  donate  the 
most  blood  during  the  drive.  The 
donor  should  indicate  that  he  is 
donating  on  behalf  of  his 
particular  organization. 

Students  who  wish  to  donate 
blood,  but  are  under  21  years  old, 
must  have  parental  permission 
before  they  can  donate.

Are  You  Studying  Effkiently? 


You  think  you're  wide  awake? 

Well,  don't  be  too  sure.  Even  when  awake,  the 
great  majority  of  us  are  listening  at  only  20  per  cent 
efficiency,  according  to  Ralph  G.  Nichols,  a 
Michigan  State  professor. 

Think  of  that!  Twenty  per  cent  efficiency  means 
we're  sleeping  40  minutes  out  of  every  50  in  class! 

Could  that  be  a reason  behind  some  class  hang-ups 
you've  been  having? 

It  is  for  many,  and  Prof.  Nichols  thinks  it 
definitely  is  for  most  (A  recording  of  his  speech  Is 
available  at  the  fifth  floor  of  the  library). 

Some  of  Prof.  Nichols'  cures  to  poor  listening  are 
really  helpful. 

First,  don't  take  too  many  notes. 

Next,  in  the  notetaking  you  do,  use  "double-entry 
notetaking."  It  works  like  this: 

Rather  than  avidly  outlining  and  verbatim 
copying,  concentrate  on  getting  the  concepts. 

Jot  these  overriding  concepts  down  on  one  side  of 
your  paper.  On  the  other  side  of  the  page,  write 
down  facts  you  want  to  remember,  notes  to 
yourself  and  questions  which  you  have.  Add 
supplementary  material,  too. 

One  student  took  the  following  double-entry 
notes  in  a communications  class: 


FACTS 

1440  frames/min. 
Conversion  when  16  mm 
film  is  shown  on  TV? 


CONCEPT 

TV  cameras  run  film  @ 
30  frames/sec.  16  mm 
film  runs  24  frames/ 
sec. 


You  see,  while  the  lecturer  was  talking,  the 
student  was  concentrating.  And,  later  on  during  the 
period,  he  suddenly  was  pulled  awake  from 
whatever  daydreaming  he  had  been  doing  as  he 
heard  the  lecturer  mention  conversion  from  16  mm 
film  to  TV  frames.  Creative  concentration  works. 

And,  you've  guessed  it.  The  next  quiz  included  a 
short-answer  essay  question  on  16  mm  film-TV 
camera  conversion. 

Prof.  Nichols  thinks  one  of  the  reasons  for  poor 
listening  is  that  we  think  at  600-800  words  per 
minute,  but  speak  at  80-1 50  words  per  minute. 

See  a problem  there? 

Of  course.  While  the  lecturer  talks  on  and  on, 
you're  miles  away  on  last  night's  date,  the  test  next 
period  and  your  upcoming  Sunday  School  lesson. 

How  do  you  overcome  the  "thinking^talking 
differential?" 

In  class,  double-entry  notetaking  is  helpful. 
Instead  of  daydreaming,  you're  forcing  yourself  to 
think  about  the  subject.  Digging  for  concepts, 
associating,  questioning,  noting  supplementary 
material— all  adds  up  to  instant  recall. 

And  outside  the  class? 

The  same  thing.  Ever  meet  a good  listener?  He 
probably  remembered  your  name  and  all  the  things 
you  talked  about  because  he  performed  a mental 
concept-fact  association  quite  a bit  like 
double-entry  notetaking. 

Try  it.  That  20  per  cent  efficiency  figure  will  just 
kind  of  fade  away  as  you  find  yourself  more  and 
more  waking  up.

BAPTISMS  IN  ISRAEL 
Editor: 

We  do  not  wish  to  steal  the 
thunder  of  the  BYU  students  who 
spent  a semester  in  Jerusalem,  but 
we  would  like  to  correct  an  error  in 
their  article  in  the  November  25 
issue  of  the  DAILY  UNIVERSE.  It 
was  stated,  concerning  the 
baptisms  of  two  of  the  students, 
that  “For  the  first  time  in  nearly 
2,000  years  the  Holy  Land 
represents  the  scene  of  baptisms 
for  the  Church  of  Jesus  of  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.” 

Actually  church  missionaries 
have  proselyted  off  and  on  in 
Palestine.  Syria  and  Lebanon  since 
1884.  Even  before  the  turn  of  the 
century  several  natives  of  Palestine 
were  baptized.  Later,  a branch  was 
organized  in  Haifa.  Since 
missionary  work  in  Beirut, 
Lebanon  resumed  in  1966,  several 
Palestinians,  natives  of  Haifa, 
Nazareth,  and  Jerusalem  have  been 
baptized. 

Anyone  interested  in  an 
historical  analysis  of  church 
activity  in  the  Near  East  should 
consult  a masters  thesis  by  Rao  H. 


Lindsay — former  Palestine 
missionary.

“Even  as  the  artist  works  for 
perfection,  so  it  must  be  true  of 
other  life  experiences,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Goldberg  explained  that 
art  has  gone  through  many 
periods  of  change  because  the 
artist  felt  the  need  for  a change. 
In  applying  this  to  our  hves,  she 
commented,  “When  you  see  a 
need  for  change— change  it.” 

“Sometimes  we  have  to  be  a 
little  bit  adaptable.  We  accept  the 
possibilities  of  having  made 
mistakes,  but  then  we  must  try 
other  methods,”  said  Mrs. 
Goldberg. 

“We  must  never  forget  to  be 
concerned  about  our  fellow  men. 
So  often  we  look  upon  people  just 
for  the  work  they  do.  If  it  is  only 
for  the  work  we  do  that  we  are 
noticed,  then  it  is  too  bad.  The 
importance  of  work  is  to  try  to  be 
a better  human  being.” 

In  her  closing  remarks,  Mrs. 
Goldberg  said,  ‘There  is  still 
much  giving,  which  we  can  give  as 
students.” 

‘The  blight  of  our  cities  was 
not  what  man  was  born  for,”  she 
commented.  “People  are  meant  to 
breathe  good  clean  air,  and  with 
proper  planning  and  good  will  we 
can  correct  this  blight.” 

However,  Mrs.  Goldberg  further 
stated  that  a person  should  have  a 
good  feeling  about  helping  other 
people  rather  than  helping  people 
because  of  a guilty  conscience. 
‘‘The  psychological  aspect  of 
concern  from  guilt  is  not  good,” 
she  said. 

Mrs.  Goldberg,  who  has  a Ph.D. 
in  art  education,  expressed  her 


behef  that  many  disciplines  and 
experiences  which  she  had  while 
working  in  an  art  studio  could 
easily  apply  to  everyday  Uving. 

‘ ‘A  person  who  cares— about 
people,  about  problems,  about 
our  country-and  wants  to  do 
something,  is  a concerned 
individual,”  stated  Mrs.  Arthur  J. 
Goldberg,  guest  speaker  at  the 
Thursday  forum  assembly. 

As  part  of  Women’s  Week,  Mrs. 
Goldberg  spoke  before  the  BYU 
student  boyd  about  ‘‘The 
Concerned  Individual”  and  how 
he  can  improve  the  problems  in 
America.

'You  Can't  Take  It'

A Jack  Benny  narration  and  a 
rendition  of  “The  Lone  Ranger” 
done  a la  gramaphone  sets  the 
mood  for  the  opening  of  “You 
Can’t  Take  It  With  You.” 

Dr.  Charles  Metten’s 
production,  like  the  gramaphone, 
runs  down  unless  there  is  someone 
there  to  turn  the  crank. 

The  cast  cranks  for  all  they  are 
worth,  but  only  a few  are  able  to 
keep  the  mechanism  (play)  in 
gear.  Karie  Cannon  is  a fine 
actress. 

Miss  Cannon  has  developed  a 
keen  sense  of  timing,  and  even  has 
an  element  of  charisma  about  her. 
Miss  Cannon,  aided  by  three 
others,  who  will  be  mentioned 
later,  keep  the  show  out  of  the 
mud. 

Mostly,  rented  costumes  of  the 
30’s  era  were  just  right.  The 
semi-stylized  set  is  warm  and 
functional.  However,  some  of  the. 
see-through  walls  reveal 
distracting  plywood  skyscrapers, 
cut-out  shrubs,  black  curtains  and 
a blue,  fejeen  and  purple  sky. 

Despite  Ann  Packer’s  droll 
portrayal.  Dean  Davis  manages  to 
supply  his  own  momentum  to 
sustain  his  role. 

Ron  Bradshaw  as  Mr.  De  Pinna 
went  off  like  a firecracker  and 
appropriately  so  as  his  fetish  is 
fireworks.  Bradshaw  provides  the 
audience  with  lots  of  laughs. 
Perhaps  the  most  humorous  scene 
occurs  when  company  catches 
him  posing  for  a portrait  as  a 
discus  thrower  in  a dress  and 
garters.

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Italian  Communists 
Seek  Regime  Upset 


Mystery  Surrounds  Heurt  Donor 


ROME  (AP)-Italy’s  huge 
Communist  party— largest  in  the 
West-made  a last-ditch  bid 
Sunday  to  foil  formation  of  a new 
center-left  government  under 
Premier-designate  Mariano 
Rumor. 

Rumor  concluded  three-party 
negotiations  Saturday  on  his 
government  program  as  unions 
announced  plans  for  another  wave 
of  strikes  this  week. 

The  agreement  reached  by  the 
Christian  Democrats,  the 
Socialists  and  Republicans 
provided  for  major  high  school 
and  university  reform,  increased 
government  pensions  and  a review 
of  Italy’s  agricultural  policies. 

Italian  Communist  leader  Luigi 
Longo  made  an  appeal  Sunday  for 
left-wing  forces  to  unite  to  form 
an  alternative  to  the  center-left 
government. 

“Italy  is  shaken  from  Piedmont 
to  Sicily,  with  a wave  of  fighting 
without  precedent,”  Longo  said  in 
an  article  in  the  Communist  organ 
L’Unita. 

“We  see  side  by  side  workers, 
farmhands  and  students  and 
everywhere  protest  is  exploding,” 


Longo  said  in  a reference  to  the 
violent  demonstrations  which 
swept  Italy  last  week.  “A  new  and 
more  advanced  balance  of  forces 
can  be  built.” 

The  Communists  hope  to  pull 
the  Socialists  and  the  leftwing 
factions  of  the  Christian 
Democrat  party  into  a left-leaning 
alliance.  The  bid  is  sure  to  fail. 

The  Socialists,  who  bolted  from 
the  center-left  after  a set-back  last 
May  in  nationwide  elections,  were 
planning  to  approve  Rumor’s 
agreement  at  a Monday  leadership 
meeting.  The  small  republican 
party  approved  it  Sunday. 

Rumor,  after  winning  approval 
from  the  party  leadership,  is 
expected  to  accept  the 
premiership  Tuesday  or 
Wednesday,  three  weeks  after  the 
crisis  broke  out.  Announcement 
of  cabinet  ministers  will  follow 
Rumor’s  acceptance. 

Communist  and 
non-Communist  labor  unions  have 
called  a series  of  staggered  strikes 
throughout  Italy’s  provinces  this 
week.  In  Rome,  a transit  system 
strike  was  announced  for 
Thursday. 


TEL  AVIV  (AP)-The  mystery 
of  where  the  heart  for  Israel’s  first 
transplant  patient  came  from  has 
started  a row  in  Israel. 


Belinson  Hospital  at  Petah 
Tiqva,  where  Prof.  Morris  Levi 
and  a team  of  six  gave  a new  heart 
Thursday  to  4I-year-old  bank 
clerk  Yitzhak  Sulam,  has  refused 
to  name  the  donor  or  say  how  he 
died. 


Maariv  claimed  Sunday  they  had 
uncovered  the  secret— and  printed 
stories  reminiscent  of  a 19th 
century  grave  robbery.  They  said 
the  heart  of  Persian-born  Avraham 
Sadgat,  killed  in  a road  accident, 
was  taken  without  the  knowledge 
or  consent  of  his  family. 


First  reports  said  the  donor  was 
a teenage  boy  fatally  injured  in  a 
car  crash  Thursday. 

The  newspapers  Davar  and 


Haviv  Sadgat,  brother  of  the 
35-year-old  building  worker,  was 
quoted  as  saying  he  was  at 
Sadgat’s  bedside  Thursday  when 
he  was  told  there  was  no  hope. 
When  he  left,  he  saw  doctors 
going  into  the  ward  with  “a  whole 
bunch  of  gadgets.” 


The  newspapers  added  tha 
while  the  body  was  beini 
prepared  for  ritual  cleansaJ 
before  burial  Friday,  large  stiche 
were  found  in  the  chest  anj 
stomach.  The  cleansers,  t! 
stated,  said  the  sutures  were  : 
made  after  death.
